eflect of caufing an inceflant 
fhower of air to aicend through 
the boiling liquor in a full, to my fur- 
prife, 1 found to be very contiderable, 
The method I uted was by means of a 
flac round tin box, fix inches diameter, 
and an inch and a half deep; which is 
placed at the bottom of the itil on four 
knobs half an inch high, to make room 
for the liquor to fpread over the whole 
bottom of the itil, The mouth of the 
fill being too narrow for the tin box to 
enter, which fhould be near as wide as 
the Lottom of the ftil, it may be divided 
into two parts, with a hinge atone fide, 
and aclaip atthe other, to fix 1t toge- 
ther when in the dull. The air pipe 
which pafles through the head of the 
till, will help to keep the air-box from 
moving to and fro by the motion of 
the thip; or three or four imall {purs 
may be fixed to the fides of the air box, 
and reach to the fides of the Mill. ‘The 
cover and fides of the air box were 
punched full of very fimail holes, a quar- 
ter of an inch ciflant from each other.
